In  appalling  conditions  (30  knot 
winds  and  2-3  metre  swells  right 
from  the  start  at  8:00am),  Andrew 
attacked  the  10  mile  channel  swim 
in  a  determined  and  methodical 
manner.  Assisted  by  Cesar’s  boat 
captain  Timmy  Tamsing  (the  Tiger 
Shark  man),  Andrew  carved  his  way 


north  west  across  the  channel 
whilst  being  buffeted  by  constant 
30-35  knot  winds  from  the  west 
north  west,  combined  with  a  swell 
coming  from  the  same  direction  of  2 
to  3  metres,  and  to  top  it  all  off, 
currents  running  against  him  for 
most  of  the  raceT^ 

The  conditions  were  described  by 
the  overall  team’s  race  winner  (our 
mate  Bob  Placak)  as  being  the 
toughest  conditions  he  had 
encountered  in  the  race  for  20 
years;  Andrew  crossed  the  line  in  6 
hours  47  minutes.  There  were  a 
number  of  teams  and  solo 
swimmers  who  withdrew  from  the 
race,  and  the  last  finisher  came  in 
around  8.5  hours. 

All  in  all  a  massive  effort  from  a  very 
determined  man  who  had  an 
interrupted  training  schedule 
running  up  to  the  race  due  to 
surgery  to  nerves  in  his  foot.  A  truly 
inspirational  swim. 


FINA  MASTERS  WORLD 
CHAMPIONSHIPS,  STANFORD 
UNIVERSITY  U.S.A  AUGUST  2006 


With  some  trepidation,  six  Tattersalls 
members  recently  made  the  trip  to 
Stanford  University  just  outside  San 
Francisco  for  the  World  Masters 
Swimming  Championships.  7,500 
competitors  assembled  for  the  seven 
day  meet  held  in  a  complex 
consisting  of  two  50  metre  pools  for 
competition  and  three  25  metre 
pools  used  for  warm  ups. 

Places  were  determined  by  times 
and  medals  given  down  to  1 0th 
place.  A  summary  of  our  swimmers 
results  are  as  follows: 

Alan  Brown,  the  National  Record 
holder  in  the  50m  and  1 00m  free  in 
the  60-64  age  group,  swam  1.02.08 
in  the  1 00m  free,  breaking  his  own 
National  Record  and  the  existing 
World  Meet  Record  set  in  1992. 
However,  he  was  beaten  into  3rd 
place  by  the  Word  Record  holder  in 
the  50m  and  100m  and  the  World 
Record  holder  in  the  200m.  In  the 
50m  free,  he  finished  8th  in  28.01 
but  redeemed  that  two  days  later  by 
leading  off  in  the  relay  in  27.7. 

Peter  Gibson  swam  well  in  the  50m 
and  1 00m  but  was  out  of  the 
medals. 


John  Harvey  an  Australian  National 
Record  Holder,  although  he  broke 
the  NSW  State  record  for  the  1 00m 
free,  was  a  little  off  his  best  and  in  a 
very  competitive  age  group,  still 
managed  to  finish  just  outside  the 
top  10  in  the  50m,  100m  and  200m 
freestyle.  Our  guess  is  that  John 
was  either  over  trained  (blame  Peter 
Thiel)  or  he  hadn’t  gotten  quite  used 
to  travelling  with  his  mother-in-law. 

Peter  Joseph  had  a  terrific  meet, 
finishing  equal  4th  in  the  100m,  5th 
in  the  50m  and  6th  in  the  200m 
breast  stroke. 

Phil  Madden  missed  his  favourite 
event  due  to  a  mix  up  but  was  off 
the  pace  in  his  other  individual 
events. 

Alf  Moufarrige  swam  very  well, 
finishing  9th  in  the  50m  free  and 
10th  in  the  100m. 

Tattersalls  claimed  two  top  ten 
finishes  with  our  only  relay  entries. 

In  the  4  x  50m  freestyle  relay,  Alan 
Brown,  Peter  Gibson,  Phil  Madden 
and  Alf  Moufarrige  broke  the 
Australian  National  Record  and  the 
previous  World  Meet  Record  in  the 
240-279  age  category  finishing  5th 


of  32  entries  behind  some  very  hot 
US  teams. 


The  Tattersalls  medley  relay  team  of 
Alan  Brown,  Peter  Joseph,  Phil 
Madden  and  Alf  Moufarrige  finished 
1 0th  of  24  teams.  The  first  two 
home  broke  the  World  Record. 


Overall,  a  very  creditable 
performance  by  the  Tatts  team  which 
came  home  with  1 5  medals  and  two 
National  records,  two  World  Masters 
Meet  records  and  3  NSW  State 
records. 

The  trip  finished  with  a  fabulous 
celebratory  dinner  at  the  world 
renowned  French  Laundry 
Restaurant  in  the  Napa  Valley.
